1. (Currently Amended) A key operated vehicle antitheft device for cooperation with a key having 
a key portion and a transponder, said antitbeXl device beiitg comprised of a tumbler h aving a key receiving 

Opening adapted to receive the key, an antenna coil for receiving the signal of the key transponder and a 
circuit including a receiver for sensing and recognizing the output of said transponder, said circuit being 
nnn tamed in a projecting poniou of a bousing foiming nart uf a unit intearallv con taining said antcutia cQ_il 
and affixed to said tumbler with said antenna coil being disposed in a spaced relation from any 
ferromagnetic portion of said key operated vehicle antitheft device in the direction from which the key is 
inserted into said key receiving opening.

3. (Currently Amended) A key operated vehicle antitheft device as set forth in claim 2 i, wherein 
the circuit includes an immobilizer portion for preven ling upcratioa o f the vehicle even if the key is turned 
in the tumbler in the event that the circxnt does not recognizing the output of the transponder. 

4. (Currently Amended) A key operated vehicle antitheft device as set forth in claim 3 L wherein 
the unit includes a threaded opening fur receiving a fastener for affixing the key operated vehicle antitheft 

device to the associated vehicle. 

5. (0iiginal) A key operated vehicle antitheft device as set forth in claim 4, wherein the antenna 
coil is disposed in a spaced relation lo llic iLieaded openmg in the direction from wHch the key is inserted 

into said key receiving opening. 

6. (Original) A key operated vehicle antidieft device as set forth in claim 1, wherein the antenna 
coil i$ disposed in a spaced relation ihc key leceiving opening in the direction from which the key is 
inserted into said key receiving opening.

8- (CurrcnLly Amended) A key operated vehicle antitheft device a3 set forth in claim ^ 1., wherein 
the projecting portion of the housing carries a board on which the circuit is formed. 

9. (Original) A key operated vehicle antitheft device as set forth in claim 8, wherein the unit 
includes a pair of threaded openings for r&cciving fasteners for affixing the key operated vehicle antitheft 

device to the associated vehicle, said fastener openings being formed at the end of said projecting portion 
opposite from the anteima coil. 

10. (Original) A key operated vehicle antitheft device as act forth in clojjm 9, wherein the housing 
is formed from a molded resin in which the antenna coil is molded. 
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1 1. (Original) A key operated vetiicle antithefl device as set forth in claim 10, wherein the antenna 
coil is wound around a bobbin that is molded into the housing and which bobbin, has a projecting part fitted 
into the circuit board to connect the bobbin to the circuit board. 

12. (Original) A key operated vehicle antitheft device as set forth in claim 1 1, wherein the antenna 
r.n\] is electrically connected to a pair of terminals affixed to the sides of the bobbin projecting part and 
which terminals provide an electrical connection to the circuit on the circuit board. 

13. (Original) A key operated vehicle antitheft device as set forth in claim 9, in combination the 
asso^^iated vehicle which comprises a motorcycle and the key operated vehicle antitheft device is affixed 
to the steering mechanism of the motorcycle. 

14. (Original) The combination of cUum 13, wherein the steering mecdianlsm comprises a bracket 
affixed to a pair of front forks and the key operated vehicle antitheft device is affixed to the upper side of 
the bracket by fasteners threaded into the pair of threaded openings. 

15. (Original) The combination of claim. 14, wherein the key operated vehicle antitheft device 

actuates a locking pin for preventing steering of the forks. 
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
